Bar Hill Labour Club 


The Bar Hill Labour Club was inaugurated on 17th November, and a "Caretaker" 
Committee was appointed to formulate »roposals for a constitution. 


In his talk, Mr. Peter Soar, a solicitor, outlined the historical development of 
planning systems which led to the planned growth of villages, picticularly in Cambridge- 
flire. A Royal Commission in 1937 argued the case for population dispersal; this had 
a direct influence on the Wude-Holford plans for the restriction on the growth of the 
city of Cambridge and for the expansion of villages around the city. 

Bar Hill Village, essentially an experiment in planning for a community, was placed 
geographically to fill in a gap in the outer "necklace" of expanding villages, allowing 
for population dispersal. It seemdthat there was now a revision of policy of the 
planning Authority, involving the admission of science-based industry to the city and 
allowing for a further increase in the city population of some 10,000. 

A light-hearted word-association game showed that those present thought of Bar Hill 
as a village and of a village as a community. In the concluding discussion, topics 
raised included the apparent departure from the Radburn plan of complete segregation of 
pedestrians and motor vehicles; industry in the Village; the attitude of the lécal press 
(felt to be hostile); and the relationship of the Village to the Qty.

Thirty-five people attended the AGM of the Residents association, held in the 
School on 23rd Novenber. 


The minutes of the previous AGM were read and approved and reports received from 
the Chairman of the Committee and from the Treasurer. ‘The number of nominations 
received for committee wembers was within the number of menbers permitted, and the 
comnittee were clected unopposed. A nomination for Secretary was received, to 
replace the retiring Secretary, but there were no nominations for the office of 
Treasurer. 


Adequate opportunity was given for comments on and questions about the minutes 
and reports and the niceting was also thrown open under "Any Other Business" for any 
points that any member of the meeting wished to raice. 


There was an extended discussion of the current radio and television aerial 
situation and the new committee were asked to pursue this matter with the Developers.
